HE Goſpel was at firſt 
- *. planted and propagated 
y mild and gentle Me- 
thods, . Our Saviour did 
nor ſend our his Diſct- 
ples arm'd with Swords 
or Spears, or avy other Inſtruments of 
War. Their Weapons were. wholly 
Spiritual ; Chariry and Humility, Kind- 
nels and Condeſcention, were the Arms 
which the firſt Preachers of Chriſti- 
anicy made uſe of ro conquer the 
World, and bring it into SubjeRion to 
Chriſt. By theſe means was the Chri- 
ſtian Religion ſpread over the World: 
And it overcame all Oppoſition, by the 
irreſiſtable force of Truch only. And 
though the forward Zeal of atcer-Ages 
has prompted them to call in the Fou- 
reign affiſtance of Force and Power, 
yer Experience ſhows, Thar their En- 
deavours have very rarcly been 
Crown'd with Succeſs z which we 
need nor wonder at, becauſe it is 
very Natural -. that Religion ſhould 
be preſerved by the ſame means by 
which it was at firft produc'd, 

For my part, I am ſo far from en- 
vying che Diſſencers the Liberty they 
now enjoy, or being angry with the 
Parliament for paſſing the lare AR in 
their Favour, thac I chink they have 
done us of the Church of England a 
Kindneſs in ir, as well as the Diſſen- 
ters. Since now we no longer lie un- 
'der any Obligation of troubling or diſ- 
quieting our Neighbours for Matters of 
Religion, This AR cannows but calm 
all Minds that are truly diſpos'd ro 
Peace, and ſtill rhoſe peeviſh Animo- 
fities which were occaſion'd by the Miſ- 
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A Diſcourſe of Toleration, &c.

For I fear, rhat ir beings buile 
upon too narrow a Foundation, ut can- 
not laſt long: Since by this AR ſeveral 
Perſons are ſtill liable co the Laſh of che 
Law, upon the account of their bare 
Opinion in matters of Religion, For 


- upon the ſame grounds that theſe are ' 


excepted, ſucceeding Parliaments may 
thipk fit ro exceprothers whom they 
judge to hold Opinions equally falſe 
and dangerous, and ſo more and more 
by degrees, till at Jength the whole 
Toleration dwindles into nothing. For 
if it be once allow'd, That ſome per- 
ſons may juſtly be puniſhed for Mi- 
ſtakes in Judgment, in ſuch chiles as 
have no relation to Civil Aﬀairs, it will 
be very difficuſc ro aſſign any good

exempted from the Penalties of the 
Law, and not be puniſhed for hold- 
ipg falſe Opinions, provided the Go- 
vernment fhall at any time ſo think.

I muſt confeſs, "That ever fince I 
came to conſider rhings, I have been 
-of - Opinion, That Conſcience ought na 
to be ford; and that no man was 
Juſtly puniſhable for diftering in his 
Judgment (in ' any Point whatever) 
from the Eſtabliſhed Religio:. For 
the Confirmation of which Opinion, I 
humbly propoſe rheſe following Confi- 
'derations. 


T1, Ic is not in our own power to 
believe as we pleaſe; If upon m1- 
ſtaken Grounds, I believe that to be 
rrue, which is really falſe ; yer till 
I ſo believe, and cannot bar believe, 
cill I am convinc'd of my Error. But 
afrer a clear and full Convidtion, 1 
throw afide my former Opinion, and 
cannot poſſibly (though I would) be- 
lieve ir. For as Plato well obſerves, 
Every Soul is unwillingly deprived of 
T:uth. And *cis beyond rhe power of 
a Man to reſiſt Truth, when it once 

plainly ſhews its ſelf unto him. 
= Since therefore our Errors are nor 
voluntary, we ought not to be pu- 
niſh'd for them. For what we can- 
nor help, is ar leaſt excuſable,. if not 
juſtifiable. And all Error intrudes 1t 
ſelf againſt a Man's Will ; and rhere- 
fore js not puniſhable. For *ris unjuſt 
ro puniſh where there 1s no Fault; 
and ic is ro Fault for a man nor to 
do whar it is impoſſible for him tu do. 
' Nor doth Force make any Altera- 
tion in che Caſe, It may indeed make 
ws difſemble, and play the Hypocrites, 
and cauſe us to profeſs chat we be- 
heve what we really do not believe: 
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men: ſhould contend for Liberty of. we ſhall 1

2+ Though an Erroneous Faith be 
ſuppoſed ro be never ſo dangerous 
and deſtru&ive to the Soul that en- 
rertains 1t, yer It injures No body 
bur him thar has ic. If my Neigh- 
bour embraces Heretical Opinions , 
the hurt 1s only to himſelf. It nei- 
ther hinders my Salvation, nor is it 
any prejudice to my Temporal Affairs, 
Indeed, if falſe Opinions did any way 
violate the Rights of others, then 
there might be ſome Colour for proſe- 
cuting the Authors of them} even rho 
they could not help what they did, 
and ſo conſequently were guilty of 
no Crime. For Self-preſervation 
15 an unalterable Law of Nature, 
which warrants every one to defend 
his own Right. - Thus we commonly 
deſtroy Vermine, Birds and Beaſts of 
Prey, becauſe they injure us; though 
we know (atthe ſame time_) tharthey 
only aQ according to their Natures, and 
are not Criminal m ſo doing. 

Bur here ſome may urge, That dif- 
ference m Opinions gives birth co Fa- 
&on and Sedition, and often ends in 
Rebellion 3 it fills all places with Diſ- 
order and Contufion, and is inconſt- 
ſteng with the Quiet and Happineſs of 
Society. 

Now if it could be prov'd, That 
ſuch diſmal Conſequences would na- 
rurally and neceſſarily flow from a 
Toleration, then 1 confefs, Thar every 


man that lov'd his Covintrey, ought to . 


oppoſe it. It would be a great happi- 
nefs, if Mankind were unired in one 
Faith, ana we all thought and ſpake 
the ſame things :. Bur this is a bleſſing 
rather ro be wiſh'd than hoped for.

they would 
be ſo rational, as not to ſuffer their 
Love and Kindneſs to be lefſen'd by a 
difference in Opinion ; if every one 
had Liberty to enjoy his own Opinion, 
and thought it his dury co permit 0- 
thers todo rhe like ; we ſhould never- 
have any the leaſt occafion to quarrel or 
contend abour Religion, If this mild 
and peaceable Dofrine were once 
heartily embrac'd, and g$—_ enter- 
rain'd, it would ſoon ſtifle all Hears and 
Animofities, and reſtore that Love and 
Chariry, which by the Goſpel we are 
obliged to praftice, even towards our 
Enemies and Perſecutors, much more 
towards our Friends and Brethren, 
though in ſome Points cheir Opinions 
are different from ours. And then, 
rhough-we were not united in Opini- 
on, yet if we were in Love, that very 
Loye would compofe our differences, 
and ſettle a firm and undiſturb'd Peace 
among us 

And that this is not a meer Notional 
Chimera, which has been entertained 
only by ſome few Bookiſh men, who 
were never verſed in the World, and 
ſo underſtand little or nothing of the 
Temper and Inclinations of Mankind ; 
| bur thar ic isa thing really practicable, 
is evident from the Experience of a- 
bove 4ooo years 3 during which time, 
the Heathin World, though divided in- 
to as many Opinions as we now are(and 
ſome of them about matters of the 
higheſt Conſequence in Religion) did 
nevertheleſs enjoy a conſtanc and unin- 
terrupted Peace, being never troubled 
with any. Wars, Feuds or- Diſturbances, 
upon the account cf their differences 
in Religion. 

If it be aſſerted, Thar later Apes 
have afforded Inſtances of a quire con- 
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Blood: I anſwer, *Thart 'ris not the dif- 
ference in Opinions, but the refufing-ro 
give Liberry to thoſe who diffent from 
us, that has been the chief occaſion of 
thoſe Miſerics and Calamities that have 
befallen us. Oppreſſjon unites the ſe- 
veral Sets, andcauſes them ro joyn as- 
one, char they may regain their loſt Li» - ** 
berty. This occafions a continual ſtrug- _ } 
gling berwixt them and the Eſtabliſh'd 

hurch. And from hence all the Wars: . 
and Buſttes chat have happen'd in che 
Chriſtian World, upon the accounc 
of Religion, have had their Riſe, If 
rherefore a full and impartial Tolera-- 
tion were once ſettled, all occaſion of 
difference would immediately ceaſe ; 
and the Diſſenters having no juſt cauſe. 
of Difcontent, would be no longer dan- 
gerous SubjeRts. Burt if any prevail- : 
ing Party, moved by Ambition, and: 
encourag'd by the confidence of their 
grear Numbers, ſhould attempt any 
thing againſt che Goverment, *cis pro- 
bable that many ſober and peaceable 
Men even of their own Party would. 
oppoſe them 3 ſince'they would now- 
want the moſt plaufivle pretence of 
drawing them -in.. But, to be ſure,. 
Intereſt would oblige all ocher Difſen- 
rers to ſtand by the Governmenrt,and to 
guard and ſupport ir; becauſe they * 
know that under it they ſhall enjoy 
the freedom of their Religion, and 
that they need not fear the ſeverity 
of the Laws, ſo long as they neicher 
injure their Neighbours, nor offend a- - 
gainſt the Civil Peace. Hence it ap- 
pears thar ir is the intereſt of Gover-g, 
nors to indulge Diſſenters, ſince that 
will make them to*fit more. ſafe and- 
ſecure. 

A Toleration likewiſe would very © _ 
much conduce to the preſervation of * -: 
the eſtabliſhed Church. For this would | 
cauſe the feyeral 'Sefts to my 4 
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would fear anocher's being upper- 
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- pen; they could nor eaſily hope for 
_t ng and charirable dealing, as they 
had * formerly receiv'd: from . thoſe

© 3- Tho? Ame Men pretend that it 
is our of Chariry to thejr Souls, that 
they force Diſſenters into the Church, 
Ief} by dying in an erroneous Opini- 
on they ſhould periſh erernally, yer is 
this prerence vain and groundleſs, 
For we all know that it is nor the ma- 
* king -profefſion of the true Religion,

* what ever we do, if we do it not in 
rhe ſincerity of our Heart, it is noching 
worth. ; 
4- Truth oftentimes Jies ſo much in 


. thedark;, that it is very difficulr to find 


* it out; And Error carries oftentimes 
along with ir ſuch a fair appearance 
of Truth, that ir doth not only im- 
" Poſe upon the weak and careleſs, *bnt 
does alſo ſometimes deceive the wiſe 
' and diligent Enquirer. Since then 
+there .is ſo great hazard of our be- 
ing betrayed into Errors, (and that 
upon probable grounds, ) methinks 
£ood nature ſhould encline us tro make 
poor miſtaken Souls, objefs of our 
 piry rather chan anger. 

Befides, ſince no Perſon 1s ever the 
more infallible for being inveſted in 
the Supreme Power, ir 1s not impol- 
fible buc that the Rulers and Magi- 
ſtraces rhemſelves ( not b<ing able ro 
ſee through the rhick Miſts where- 
with Truth is veiled ) may inſtead of 
Wrheir ſuppoſed Jun) embrace a Cloud 
And the ſeeming Truth they ſc ear- 
neſtly contend for, may poſſibly be Er- 
ror hid under a fair diſguiſe. This, me- 
thinks, ſhould cauſe Magiſtrates ro' be 
very cautious. how they puniſh Men 
for- chceir opinion in Religion 3 _ let 
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while they .

Faith; which may convince us of the 
Reaſonableneſs of our Saviours Rule, 
viz.

Laſtly. We are not only by Scri- 
pture enjoyned to try all things, bur 
our Church likewiſe encourages us to 
examine things our ſelves, and to 
make uſe of our own judgments in 
the choice of our Religion. Now it 
ſeems a little hard to pur us upon 
ſearching and judging for our ſelves, 
and yer to force us to comply with 
rhe former derefminarions of other - 
Meth. This were to puniſh us for fol- 
lowing that Rule, which ſhe her ſelf 
hath'recommended to us. 

Having thus laid down ſome of 
thoſe Reaſons which induced me to 
adhere to the Opinion above-menti- 
oned, IT ſhall proceed ro the Excepti- 
tions in the AR; and confider what 
there is in the Opinions, there men- 
tioned, that renders thoſe that hold 
them unfit ro be rolerated. And,

Beſides, That power which we allow 
the Supream Magiſtrate to pull down 
and deftroy an Idolatrous Church, may 
in another time and place be made uſe 
of ta the ſubverſion of che. rrue one. 
As for Example, in the Caſe before us : 
We are as much Idolaters in the Opinion 
of rhe Socinians,. as they are in ours 3 
and conſequently where che power is in 
their hands, they will be as much oblt- 
ged to deſtroy us, as we are bound, now 
the Magiſtrate is on our fide, to root 
our _ them. . For cyery one- ſuppoſes 


himſelf co.be in-che righr. So char_in- 


Nead of the Legacy of Peace which our 
Saviour left ro his Diſciples, 1f we give 
way to theſe perſecuring Principles, we 
ſball incail upon rhe World a perpetual 
War. And thoſe barbarous and iahu 
mane Tortures, for the Exerciſe of 
which we have a juſt; Averſion ro the 
French King, will in time gain [a gene- 
ral approvarion, and be univerſally pra- 
&sd. 

Bur ſuppoſe, for Argument's ſake, 
thar theſe Hereticks, upon che account 
of the greatneſs of their Error deſerve 
ro be excluded from all Favour, yer 1s 
the Exceprion inthe Attoo large; fince 
it ſhars ſome from the benefir of. the 
AR, whom ir expreſly names, as perſons 
ſk ro be Tolecated, viz- the Quakers. 
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The Followers-of rien are likewiſe 
uncapable of receiving any benefic from 
chis A&. For though Origen held every 
One of the Three Xpofſaſes ro be truly * 
and properly God, yer his Opinion 1s 
ſomerhing ferenviigin what is ar pre- 
ſent profeſs*d by the Church of Eng- 
land. Now if any one who delighted 
in the Wrirings of this Pjous and Judi- 
cious Farher, ſhonid *by degrees be 
drawn in, to approve of the 'Origenian 
Hyptheſis conn this Point, _— 
ſo finall an Error imiuch a nice queſti- 
on would not render him unworthy of. 
that Rindneſs which we willingly, he- 
ftow on thoſe who openly mainrarn Te- 
neats .of .a far mare miſchievous Na- 
ruUre. , | 

I might likewiſe inſtance in ſuch as: 
adhere to the Opinions of rhe Eaſtern 
Church, fince our Divines are genera 
very fayourable ro theſe. Dr,Stillng fect 

(now Bifhop of Worcefter) irr his Ymdi- 
cation of his Anſwer to the King's Papers,. . 
- pleads in their behalf, p. 23. Is it mr 
(ſays he) a very hard caſe, theſe ſhould 
be excluded the Catholick Church, and 
conſequently from Salvation, for not rightly _ 
underflanding the ſubtilties of the diſtinfj-® 
on betwixt Nature and Perfon ;- as whe-- 
ther Subſiſtence cane ſeparated from in- 
dividual Nature; or whether an - Hypoſt a-- 
tical Unim doth imply that the indivt- 
dual Nature doth loſe its own Subſiftence.
